PERUVIAN  LILIES

The  best  safeguard 
is  to  deal  with  a highly  reliable  firm,  pay  a 
fair  price  for  high  quality  and  not  be  mis- 
led by  “cut-throat  competition.”  The  best  is 
always  the  cheapest.

I secured  samples  in  Fall  of  1921  and 
they  were  equally  fine.  Tests  of  last  sea- 
son’s bulbs  demonstrated  their  high  quality 
for  forcing.  So  I arranged  to  market  their 
bulbs  to  the  wholesale  trade  on  this  coast.  One 
of  the  greatest  points  in  their  favor  is  the 
early  delivery.  I can  guarantee  to  lay  them 
down  anywhere  on  the  Pacific  Coast  in  early 
September.  You  know  what  that  means  both 
for  counter  trade  and  for  forcing. 

The  growers  of  these  bulbs  purchased  last 
year  the  entire  bulb  stock  of  the  Cottage 
Gardens  Nurseries  of  Eureka  and  will  soon 
have  a large  annual  production  but  at  present 
stock  is , comparatively  limited.  Remember 
that  the  heavy  expense  of  importing  is  elim- 
inated. Packing  at  cost  and  freight  from 
Oregon  is  the  only  addition  to  price  of  bulbs. 
Water  shipment  can  be  made  to  points  on  or 
near  the  Pacific  seaboard.
